Dr. George N. Shyster, will 
resign next year aa. jnjesiident 
of Hunter College. ' 

He had asked the Board of 
Higher Education that the 
resignation become effective 
Jan. 31, 1960. Gustave O. Rosen- 
berg, chairman of the board, 
announced last night that the 
request had been granted “with 
extreme regret.’’ , 

The announcement was. made 
at a meeting of the board a,t it*' 
headquarters, 535 East Eighti- 
eth Street. 

Dr. Shuster is 64 years ola 
and has been president of the 
college since 1940. Hq asked tO‘ 
be relieved of his duties in a 
letter to Mr. Rosenberg on Jan. 


6. He wrote: 

“There have developed any 
number of ties with the com- 
munity and the nation which,, 
though they .may have enhanced 
in some measure the prestige 
of the college, have beconie 
very complex, time-consuming 
and burdensome, 


Dr. Shuster was born in Lan- 
caster, Wis., and was educated 
at the University of Notre Dame 
and Columbia University.
